Oil still a 
weapon 
in AAideast

The oil weapon threat was raised anew 


Friday in a war of nerves in the Middle 
East, and Israeli troops raided a Leba- 
nese village. 


Egypt's semiofficial newspaper Al 


Ahrarr. indicated that Arab nations will 
cut off oil shipments to the United States 
again if Washington supports Israel's 
refusal to negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 


"It is not in the interest of the United 


States to be lured by Israel into support- 
ing refusal of direct negotiations with 
the PLO," it said. "Any attempt to abort 
the Palestinian entity will have conse- 
quences in oil rich Arab countries. 
America knows well that its prestige as 
a big power is linked to its ability to 
guarantee the flow of Arab oil to the 
Western world." 


The Soviet Communist party news- 


paper Pravda charged the West has 
launched a "war of nerves" against the 
oil producing nations designed to in- 
timidate them into lowering oil export 
prices. 


It said the West's "psychological war 


against the oil producing countries is 
obviously being staged along the old 
cold war pattern, poisoning the atmos- 
phere of international detente and pull- 
ing the world back." 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 


who is campaigning for lower oil prices, 
met with the Shah of Iran in Tehran. But 
the shah has said he will not lower the 
price of Iran's oil as long as the indus- 
trialized nations sell their export com- 
modities and technologies to Iran and 
the other oil-exporting countries at 
"exorbitant prices." , 


Israeli troops raided the Lebanese vil- 


lage of Blida before dawn, blew up two 
houses suspected, of being bases for 
Arab terrorists, then returned to Israel. 
No casualties were reported. 


The Israeli command said three ter- 


rorists killed in Israel on Tuesday infil- 
trated across the border from Blida. 


In Beirut, the Popular Front for the 


Liberation of Palestine claimed it car- 
ried out a two week "panic mission" to 
paralyze life in northern Israel, 
rael. 


It said the operation was staged by 


two specially trained underground units 
based in Israel and was designed to 
prove to the Israelis that their army and 
government would "never be able to im- 
munize Israel against commando at- 
tacks." 


"Both units marauded the Upper Ga- 


lilee province, deliberately left visible 
footprints that panicked Israel into de- 
claring a state of emergency throughout 
northern districts since Oct. 12," the 
Front said. 


"This led to putting all northern Is- 


raeli settlements on a day and night 
alert, suspending schools and paral- 
yzing normal life completely in the 
area." 


French Foreign Minister Jean Sau- 


vagnargues conferred with heads of Is- 
raeli towns and villages along the Leba- 
nese border. 


But Mayor Avraham Aloni of Qiryat 


Shmonah refused to attend, saying in a 
cable, "I don't want to shake the hand 
that shook the hand of Yasir Arafat," 
the PLO chief Sauvagnargues met in 
Beirut. 


Guerrillas attacked Qiryat Shmonah 


in April, killing 18 Israelis, mostly 
women and children. 


In Algiers, Arafat joined other Arab 


and African leaders sitting beside Pres- 
ident Houari Boumedienne at a parade 
marking the 20th anniversary of the rev- 
olution against French colonial rule. 


Saudi Arabia's King Faisal, Egyptian 


P/esident Anwar Sadat, Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad, Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba and 
Cambodia's 


exiled Prince Norodom Sihanouk were 
also there.

Testimony concluded in 
Ray's bid for new trial 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - A federal 


court hearing on James Earl Ray's bid 
for a new trial in the slaying of Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. ended Friday, after 
testimony that Ray acted alone and 
thought the slaying would make him 
"the most popular man in America." 


U.S. District Judge Robert McRae Jr. 


did not say when he might rule on Ray's 
petition to withdraw his guilty plea and 
stand trial in the April 4, 1968, assassi- 
nation. But the judge indicated he would 
be working on the case at least through 
the Christmas holidays. 


At the end of the eighth day of the 


hearing, McRae gave lawyers until Dec. 
13 to file arguments and other docu- 
ments concerning the evidence. 


Ray will resume serving his 99-year 


sentence at the state penitentiary in 
Nashville. 
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Bernard Fensterwald, a Ray attorney, 


told newsmen after the hearing there 
was "a very good chance of getting a 
new trial." 


McRae said he expected the case to be 


appealed to the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, regardless of his ruling. 


The only testimony offered Friday 


was the sworn statement given April 3 
by Percy Foreman, of Houston, Tex., 
who was one of Ray's former attorneys. 
In his statement that was read into the 
court record, Foreman said in "my con- 
sidered judgment, Ray acted alone" 
and there was no conspiracy to kill 
King. 


Foreman described Ray as a racist 


who felt the assassination of the civil 
rights leader would make him "the 
most popular man in America."

will lay off another 225 for the week, 
Bastien said. 


Ford said 1,000 hourly workers at 


eight plants would be laid off indefini- 
tely starting Monday.

dent Ford sat in a chair beside former 
President Richard M. Nixon's hospital 
bed on Friday. "Did you have a good 
night?" Ford asked. 


"None of my nights are too good," 


Nixon replied in a husky voice. His hair 
was mussed and his face was drawn. He 
was thinner than most people remem- 
ber him. 


Nixon's passion while in office was 


foreign affairs, and Ford told him of 
plans in the near future for presidential 
trips to Japan, South Korea and the So- 
viet Union. 


He told Nixon — he called him Dick — 


of tours by Nixon's favorite, Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger, to the So- 
viet Union, India, Pakistan and Afgha- 
nistan. 


The visit was a surprise to Nixon. 


Fearing any sustained excitement 
might be too much for their still se- 
riously ill patient, doctors told Nixon 
that Ford was corning only minutes be- 
fore the President walked through the 
door of Nixon's top-floor suite. 


It was the' first meeting between the 


men since Nixon resigned the presi- 
dency Aug. 9. 


After the visit, Mrs. Nixon was heard 


by a Ford aide telling presidential phy- 
sician William Lukash, who accom- 
panied Ford to the hospital, that she 
thought the visit had been very good for 
her husband. 


"Be well," Ford said as the meeting 


closed after eight minutes. 


He took Nixon's right hand in his and 


patted it. 


"It was very good of President Ford to 


come and see me," Nixon said after- 
wards, adding, "It was really very 
thoughtful of President Ford to come to 
the hospital." 


Then, feeling tired, Nixon dozed off. 
Nixon wore a white hospital gown and 


his bed was elevated slightly. On a shelf 
above the bed were monitors attached to 
Nixon's body and bottles for intravenous 
medication and feeding. 


A tube that had been run through 


Nixon's nose into his stomach to drain 
off excessive fluids had been removed 


three hours before Ford's visit. Nixon's 
physician, Dr. John C. Lungren, said it 
was no longer needed. 


Lungren said he had approved Ford's 


visit because he thought it would boost 
Nixon's morale. Ford, in California for 
Republican campaign appearances, had 
been asked to come to the hospital by 
Mrs. Nixon. Lungren said that though 
Nixon was still listed in critical condi- 
tion, "he is slowly and steadily improv- 
ing." 


Lungren said all internal bleeding 


had apparently stopped. Nixon has been 
in critical condition since Tuesday, 
when he went into almost fatal shock for 
three hours after phlebitis surgery trig- 
gered internal bleeding. 


But he added that there was still a 


chance of further hemorrhaging. Nixon 
has received many blood transfusions. 


Two major banks drop 
prime rate to 1

continuing slowdown in business loan 
demand, two major banks reduced their 
prime lending rates i^-point to 10% per 
cent Friday, now the lowest level in the 
.industry. 


First National City Bank of New York, 


the nation's second largest, and Manu- 
facturers Bank of Los Angeles each cut 
the rate they charge on loans to their 
most creditworthy business borrowers, 
effective Monday. 


Three other banks, Crocker National 


of San Francisco, First National Bank of 
Cincinnati and North Carolina National 
Bank of Charlotte, N.C., dropped their 
primes '^-point to 11 per cent. 


The actions by leading banks, mark- 


ing the fifth straight week of prime re- 
ductions, was another sign of the recent 
turn toward easier monetary and credit 
conditions generally, banking analysts 
said. 


In the past month and a half, interest 


rates on virtually all short-term borrow- 
ings have steadily retreated from the 
summer's historic highs. The pressure 
on these rates, including the prime, has 
relaxed noticeably as the current busi- 
ness slowdown has been accompanied 
by lighter business loan demand. 


"In a slowdown," one analyst said, 


"liquidity is repaired up and down the 
line, and banks begin once again to look 
for borrowers." 


The slowdown was illustrated late 


Thursday, when the Federal Reserve re- 
leased its weekly statistics which 
showed business loan demand nation- 
wide fell more than $800 million. 


The prime rate, a closely followed 


money market bellwether, is not di- 
rectly related to consumer loan or mort- 
gage rates, but often foretells moves in 
these other bank rates.

China 
is puzzling

China's Communists, masters of 


enigma, have produced yet another 
riddle by indicating that Liu Shao-chi is 
physically dead, a disclosure that some 
Westerners will see as tantalizing if 
wispy evidence of gathering political 
ferment. 


Evidently the population of the 


People's Republic hasn't yet been let in 
on the secret. The outside world has it 
from Ta Kung Pao, a Hong Kong Com- 
munist newspaper that is a handy tool 
for transmitting Peking messages to 
specific audiences. 


The last man to occupy the chairman- 


ship of government, Peking's equiva- 
lent of a presidency, Liu would have 
been 76 now. He fell from power seven 
years ago in the violent Cultural Revolu- 
tion purge and there is no indication

when he died, but it could have been a 
good while back and may have been 
from natural causes after a long period 
of house arrest. 


Liu was, roughly used in the Cultural 


Revolution, castigated 
as 
"China's 


Khrushchev," meaning his deviations 
were as ideologically heinous as those 
laid to'-the former Soviet chief. Liu's 
wife, Wang Kuang-mei, was also mal- 
treated. Her children were forced to de- 
nounce her. At one point she was said to 
have attempted suicide. 


Ta Kung Pao, in the course of an ar- 


ticle on "achievements" of that period, 
casually commented that Liu and Lin 
Piao were "physically as well as politi- 
cally dead." Former Defense Minister 
Lin Piao, officially named heir to Mao 
Tsetung in 1969, was reported killed 
trying to escape to Russia in 1971 after 
plotting against Mao. Liu also was once 
regarded as Mao's heir. 


Nothing has been heard of Liu in the 


seven years since he allegedly confessed 
his errors, apart from the innumerable 
press denunciations of him. The riddle 
is: Why the disclosure now? Why in that 
unique fashion? 


The answer could lie in a developing 


•conservative-radical struggle to deter- 
mine which way China goes after Chair- 
man Mao, now 81, and Premier Chou 
En-Lai, 76 and ailing, are no longer 
around. 


Liu had a large personal political fol- 


lowing 15 years ago. His power bases 
had been in the state-controlled trade 
unions", the usually overage "young" 
Communist organization and the far- 
flung government bureaucracies. 


While there have been persuasive in- 


dications of a contest involving con- 
servative elements against 
powerful 


radicals headed by Chiang Ching, Mao's 
wife, guessing on the outcome could be 
perilous. It may be that a lot of Liu's fol- 
lowers are still around, including intel- 
lectuals who resist the sort of perma- 
nent revolution Mao seems to envision 
as his monument. 


The radical faction may feel that with 


Mao's frailty and the recurrent illness 
of the aging moderate premier, Chou, 
the time is near to move against ihe 
"freaks and monsters." as Liu's follow-

Cyanide 'treat' a fatal trick for young boy 


PASADENA, Tex. (AP) - 
Police 


combed a residential area door-to-door 
Friday after an 8-year-old boy died of 
cyanide poisoning he received in Hal- 
loween candy. 


Police Lt. E. L. Goad said an autopsy 


showed Timothy M. O'Bryan died 
Thursday night from cyanide contained 
in candy he received while trick-or- 
treating in Pasadena suburban area. 


Goad called upon all parents in the 


Houston suburbs of Pasadena and Deer 
Park to confiscate any trick-or-treat 
candy their children received. He also 
asked any persons who collected candy 
in the neighborhood to bring it into the 
police station. 


Goad said that chemical tests by the 


Harris County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice showed cyanide granules found in 
the candy eaten Thursday night by Ti- 
mothy, who died shortly after eating the 
candy. He said Timothy ate only one 
type of candy — a powdered sweet con- 
tained in a 22-inch long tube. 


He said cyanide was also found in two 


other containers of'the same kind of 
candy which was given to two children 
accompanying Timothy. 


The child, his sister, Elizabeth, 5, and 


another child were taken to the Bowling 
Green subdivision of Pasadena for Hal- 
loween treat-or-treating by Timothy's 
father, Ronald O'Bryan, an optometist. 


Goad said after Timothy returned to 


his home in nearby Deer Park he ate one 
piece of candy while preparing for bed. 


"A short time after eating he became 


very ill and vomited." Goad said. "His 
father called the Deer Park police re- 
questing an ambulance. Timothy died at 
10:40 p.m. at Southmore Hospital." 


"We have notified all schools in Pasa- 


dena and Deer Park to advise all chil- 
dren not to eat any Halloween candy of 
any type," Goad said. "We are asking 
all parents whose children collected 
candy in the Bowling Green section of 
Pasadena on Citation Drive and Done- 
rail Drive to bring candy to the detective 
division of the Pasadena police depart- 
ment," Goad said.

Meyer recalls 
that in the letter he mentioned to Al- 
len an article he had read in Sports 
Illustrated. The article, about Allen, 
told of his desire' for a young, ag- 
gressive, single coach with a little 
experience who would be willing to 
work night and day for practically 
nothing. Meyer told Allen he 
thought that someday he might be 
the very man he (Allen) was looking 
for. Meyer's real concern in writing 
the letter was to thank Allen for "the 
kindness showed him in the try-out.

hired by Allen as fersonnei scout is 
now history. Allen took Meyer into 
his home and gave him a place to 
live for three weeks until he got 
back on his feet financially. 


Meyer, in his modest manner, 


shrugs off the congratulations of 
friends and makes it a special point 
to credit his Neenah High School 
coaches, Northland College athletic 
staff, and numerous other coaches 
and friends who gave him the sup- 
port he needed when the going got 
tough. When fans view for the 1974 
National Football League season, 
they won't find Dick Meyer kicking 
extra points and field goals, but 
they will find him working at a top 
level job- with the Washington Red- 
skins seeking out young men such 
as he was, struggling along the road 
looking for a chance to make it in 
professional football.

County Executive Alvin Woehler 


Friday announced the formation of a 
task force to look into implementation of 
a pretrial intervention program for cer- 
tain criminal offenders. 


The concept behind the program 


would be to get help for certain offend- 
ers in lieu of bringing charges. If the as- 
sistance is successfully carried out, no 
charges would be brought in court. 


The program would be for first offend- 


.ers only and would provide for criminal 
charges' being filed against those who 


" enter but fail to successfully complete 


it. 


Such a concept has been under discus- 


sion in Outagamie County for the past 
two years, but was only specifically 
started after Woehler received more in- 
formation about it at an early Septem- 
ber conference in Racine. 


Key elements in the background plan- 


ning for the task force have included 
Judge Nick F. Schaefer, Dist. Atty. 
John Ensley and Donna VanBuecken of 
the Manpower Service Department. 


Members of the task force, which has 


been assigned no final reporting date, 
include Anthony Cusatis, manager of 
Gimbels and an active participant in the 
Volunteers in Probation program; Jus- 
tin Standiford, assistant principal for 
pupil personnel at Appleton High 
School-East; 
Public Defender John 


•Leonard; Appleton attorney Thomas L. 
Williams; Rev. Orville Janssen, a par- 
ticipant in jail rehabilitation programs; 
Rev. Robert R. Scheuerman, a coun- 
iselor for Lutheran Social Services; 
Barnes E. Murphy, principal of Madison 
Junior High School; Morris L. Strand, 
manager of Sears, and Kenneth E. 
Walstrom, director of the group dynam- 
ics traffic safety school at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute. 


According to VanBuecken, the pre- 


trial intervention program will look into 
several different crimes' which fre- 
quently recurred in the county, includ- 
ing worthless checks, battery stemming 
from family disputes, certain nonsup- 
port cases, some shoplifting cases and 
referrals from alcohol and drug abuse. 


The program, if implemented, would 


be financed by federal funds, with the 
money expected to cover a program di- 
rector and clerical help. The program 
would stress use of available counseling 
and rehabilitation programs presently 
in use throughout the county. 
- "Our intention is to work with people 
and give them an alternative," Van- 
Buecken said. "We want to find out the 


major reason why he committed the 
crime and then try to do something 
about it." 


.She explained that bringing criminal 


charges might only compound situ- 
ations that arose initially from misun- 
derstandings or lack of knowledge. 


For batten' cases arising from family 


disputes, marriage counseling might be 
recommended, she said. For worthless 
check offenders, training in ho A to deal 
with a checking account might be the 
cure. 


The training, she stressed, would be 


only for first offenders, and someone go- 
ing through the program once, but then 
getting picked up ^again on a similar 
charge would go through the criminal 
charging process. 


The program probably would involve 


the person's signing an agreement with 
the district attorney's office. One advan- 
tage of such a program would be the 
dropping of criminal action upon suc- 
cessful completion of the course, thus 
saving the person a criminal record. 


VanBuecken said Woehler returned 


from the conference and told her depart- 
ment to look into the feasibility of get- 
ting such a program started. "We 
checked around and realized there was 
enthusiasm for ir," she said. 


In a release, Woehler said the findings 


and recommendations of the task force 
will include and be based on the effects 
a pre-trial intervention program will 
have on the civic as well as the commer- 
cial environment. "The attitude and 
support of the retail and the general out- 
side public about a person entering this 
program will play an important part of 
the feasibility study,'"he commented. 


"The degree of respect that is gener- 


ated for an individual in the program is 
equally as important," he added. 


Depending on the action required by' 


the findings of the task force study, the 
appropriate measures and steps would 
be taken following presentation to the 
county board. 


Presently, the district attorney's of- 


fice uses various policies regarding the 
offenses to be covered by such a pre- 
trial intervention program. 


For example, first offense worthless 


check writers are given the chance to 
make restitution in return for dismissal 
of charges. Battery cases relating to 
family fights are commonly continued 
for 90 days pending dismissal if no 
trouble arises during the interim. 


No counseling is provided for in either 


instance, however, and the dismissals 
are made after the charges have been 
placed on the court record. 


Steiger says wage-price 
controls won't be adopted 


NEENAH-MENASHA - U.S. Rep. 


William A. Steiger, R-Oshkosh, sees an- 
other 18 to 24 months of tough' economic 
times but firmly rejects any reinstate- 
ment of wage and price controls to ease 
the inflationary spiral. 


"They don't solve anything," the four- 


term congressman told the Neenah Ro- 
tary Club this week. He added that the 
.earlier controls were "part of the prob- 
lem now." 
, "Furthermore, Steiger asserted, the 
renewing of economic controls has been 
a minority viewpoint. "I don't think the 
majority of Congress would pass wage 
and price controls." 


He said there has been some anticipa- 


tion of impending controls in some 
areas, pointing to the health care fields. 
And he warned of huge hikes in indus- 
tries which'are anticipating the eco- 
nomic guidelines. 


Steiger said solutions to the multi-fac- 


eted economic problems are com- 
pounded by the 535 members of Con- 
gress, "each with his own ideas." 


He said a balanced federal budget was 


necessary to exert federal leadership in 
economic picture and added that ex- 
penditures should be reduced to the $300 
billion level, although he wasn't "opti- 
mistic that we can do it." 


Steiger added, however, that "re- 


duced spending won't solve all prob- 
lems." If there isn't a balanced budget, 
then an increase in taxes will be the an- 
swer, he said. 
v • 


He said Congress would have to tackle 


other areas of the problem, including in- 
centives for savings and capital invest- 
ments, anti-trust action and increased 
food production^ 


Steiger said food and fuel were the 


biggest contributors^ the inflationary 
spiral. And the answer is to either cut 
demand or increase supply domes- 
tically. While Steiger said he wouldn't 


vote for either a huge jump in the gas 
tax or for rationing, he predicted the na- 
tion may be forced into such drastic 
steps "if we don't voluntarily conserve 
and reduce demand." 


Asked whether he saw a full-scale de- 


pression on the horizon, Steiger said no, 
claiming such notions were psychologi- 
cally produced through talking oneself 
into it. He added that built-in breaks in 
the system, including federal deposit in- 
surance and unemployment compensa- 
tion, shield the country from a repeat of 
the Great Degression. 
However, he" 


said things were "going to get worse be- 
fore we see the opportunity to deal with 
it effectively." 


Other subjects fielded by Steiger dur- 


ing his abbreviated luncheon appear- 
ance included: 


— The Neenah-Menasha sewage plant 


expansion. He said the impounded funds 
won't likely be released and added the 
communities won't get "significantly 
more" funds to do the job. He said the 
federal government should have encour- 
aged communities to complete the proj- 
ects on their own, rather than wait for 
federal aid. "Neenah-Menasha will have 
to make up its own mind." 


— Relaxation of the Occupational 


Safety and Health act. Steiger said the 
standards of OSHA, a bill he co-spon- 
sored, wouldn't be relaxed but he added 
that on-slte consultation with employers 
will soon ease some objections to the leg- 
islation. He did see, however, a relaxa- 
tion of air and water pollution stan- 
dards. 


— Nelson Rockefeller as vice-presi- 


dent. Steiger said Rockefeller "is going 
to be confirmed but he'll go through a 
tough period. He said some of the objec- 
tions were valid but added that others 
smacked of "hypocrisy and politics." 
Steiger added, "If I were Rocky, I'd be 
tempted to say forget it."

West then led'an- 
other spade, and East cashed the ace of 
clubs to defeat the contract. 


"Very unlucky," South complained.

$350,000 — about 1 '/2 per cent — from 
the anticipated income of $23.4 million. 
Much of the loss of income occurred in 
September. 
The administrators ex- 


pressed concern over the sudden single 
month tumble, but could not pinpoint 
the cause. 


It was pointed out that although 120 


congregations out of 6,000 are with- 
holding funds from the synod because of 
the controversy in the synod, a greater 
problem is caused by the state of econ- 
omy.

the two-year campus compared with the 
University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh per 
student costs — both pointed out by 
State Rep.

MADISON — Because taxation in Wis- 


consin is more severe than in most of the 
country, the state and its municipalities 
are enjoying a windfall of federal reve- 
nues under the national Revenue Shar- 
ing Act, a study prepared for the state 
legislature shows. 


The document said Wisconsin's shar- 


ing of federal government revenues is 
ninth highest among the 50 states under 
the requirement of the federal law that 
gives credit to the states on the basis of 
their own "tax effort." 


(Other tests of eligibility under the 


formula of the sharing law are popu- 
lation and per capita income.) 


The tax effort test has meant that Wis- 


consin and its localities have received 
$47 million more than they would have 
had on the basis of population distribu- 
tion, according to a study by the Wiscon- 
sin Commission on Interstate Coopera- 
tion. 


The review indicated that this state 


and its local governments will receive 
more than $500 million under the Reve- 
nue Sharing Act before the present law 
expires on July 1, 1975. 


State and local government spokes- 


men already have appealed to the U.S. 
Congress to continue the sharing of na- 
tional treasury revenues beyond that 
date. 


Wisconsin localities applied their 


receipts to a variety of general govern- 
ment services. The state dedicated its 
receipts under the act to aids for the 
support of local educational services. 


Oshkosh man 
wounded in leg 
while hunting 


OSHKOSH — A hunting accident just

Flintrop's letter said that UWFV per 


student costs were $192 per student 
more than at UWO. Johnson said that 
UWFV serves two-year college students 
who probably wouldn't go to college 
were it not for the nearby campus. 


Johnson also pointed out that students 


range in age from 17 to 71. Declining 
high school graduates created by a de- 
clining birth rate will not necessarily in- 
fluence center enrollments, Johnson 
said, because older students will also 
continue to be served. 


Flintrop said in his letter that the UW 


central administration is now consid- 
ering discontinuing the UW center sys- 
tem and channeling all of its money into 
the four-year campuses. 


Johnson said Friday that is unlikely to 


happen soon, and discounted the claim 
that the center duplicates programs and 
hurts enrollments at four-year institu- 
tions like UWO. 


Flintrop's assembly district includes 


UWO, but not UWFV. 


The four Neenah-Menasha super- 


visors who voted against the land acqui- 
sition were George Christoph, Clarence 
Loehning, David Nobbe and Vernon 
Zingsheim. 


The Outagamie County Board is ex- 


pected to take up the land acquisition 
budget request sometime after Nov. 11, 
although a defeat in Winnebago County 
would probably kill the proposal. The 
campus is funded jointly by the two 
counties. 


Johnson told the Winnebago County 


Board earlier this week that he could 
"see merit in a proportional split" of 
the costs based on student populations 
attending the center from the two count- 
ies. 


While funding is done on a 50-50 basis, 


about two-thirds of the students attend- 
ing the campus come from Outagamie 
County, he said.

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State meeting property 
tax relief commitment 


MADISON, Wis. (AP)-State Revenue 


Secretary David Adamany said Friday 
that a recent national survey proves 
Wisconsin is meeting its commitment to 
provide local governments and tax- 
payers with property tax relief. 


Adamany referred to an announce- 


ment by the Wisconsin Taxpayers Al- 
liance that the Badger state provides 
more aid to local governments and tax- 
payers than any state in the nation. 


The report, Adamany said, "should 


put into perspective recent allegation 
that Wisconsin isn't fulfilling its com- 
mitment to provide property tax relief." 


The report showed that on a per per- 


son basis, Wisconsin returns $112.51 to 
the local level, more than five times the 
national average of $20.46, Adamany 
said. 


Adamany said the "massive state 


commitment to property tax relief 
which those figures reveal should put to 
rest the recent suggestions that the 
state is not sufficiently aiding local gov- 
ernments." 


The Wisconsin Alliance of Cities, 


meanwhile, issued a statement declar- 


ing there is "overwhelming support" 
among state Senate and Assembly can- 
didates to "halt the state's skimoff of 
the shared tax fund." 


"Slightly more than 90 per cent of the 


candidates for the legislature indicated 
they are opposed to the present method 
of financing the business tax exemp- 
tions which shift the burden on to local 
homeowners," said William Beyer, al- 
liance executive director. 


Beyer said 225 questionnaires were 


mailed to candidates and more than 50 
per cent responded. 


Eight per cent of the candidates said 


they would support the business tax ' 
exemption being financed entirely from 
the state's general fund, Beyer said. 


Beyer said the alliance and the Wis- 


consin League of Municipalities have 
opposed the state's present method of 
shifting the burden onto property own- 
ers to help pay for the business tax 
break enacted by the last legislature. 


"This should be the main issue in the 


upcoming session of the legislature," he 
said. 


Inspector resigns

The resignation stated, "Because of 


continued attitudes of duress exercised 
by the Mayor, I hereby tender my resig- 
nation as city inspector of the City of 
Kaukauna, which resignation shall in- 
clude the board of review and the city 
plan commission."

Regents kill UWO riverfront project

MADISON - The University of Wis- 


consin System Board of Regents ap- 
proved a $72 million capital budget for 
the 1975-77 biennium Friday, sending 
the package to the legislature for final 
deliberation next year. 


The regents' proposed building pro- 


gram includes a $2.7 million theme 
building as part of the College of Human 
Biology at the UW-Green Bay campus, a 
project that will begin the last phase of 
UWGB's campus core. 


But in a rather unexpected move, the 


regents voted to remove a proposed riv- 
erfront facility on the UW-Oshkosh 
campus that would have been used to 
store boats and other equipment for the 
school's hydrobiology and limnology 
program. The project, with an esti- 
mated cost of $508,000, had received pre- 
liminary approval from the regents' 
physical planning and development 
committee Tuesday. 


In contrast, the regents reversed a 


recommendation by the committee and 
approved a $4.5 million modern indus- 
try building for the UW-Parkside 
campus. 


Regent approval is only an early 


step toward final authorization of the 


projects. The capital budget will be sent 
with other UW requests to the governor 
and will be considered by the powerful 
legislative joint finance committee next 


spring. 


Final decisions will be made by the 


state legislature.

Weaver loses temper

MADISON - University of Wisconsin 


President John C. Weaver, in an unac- 
customed display of anger, accused the 
dean of the University of Indiana-In- 
dianapolis Law School of trying to 
blackmail the University of Wisconsin 
into providing additional funds for the 
law school at Madison. 


After an unsuccessful attempt Friday 


by some members of the UW Board of 
Regents to place an $850,000 construc- 
tion project at the UW Law School 
higher on the UW priority list than a $3.6 
million remodeling project at the Me- 
morial Library in Madison, Weaver told 
the regents they should not be "intimi- 
dated the way that you are." 


Weaver was referring to an accredita- 


tion study of the UW Law School that 
will be made next year by the Associ- 


ation of American Law Schools. John 
White, dean of the Indiana law school, is 
a consultant for the accrediting firm 
and represents the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. 


Noting comments attributed to White 


in which White reportedly stated that 
the American Bar Association would not 
support a second Wisconsin law school 
until more funds were given to the 
present institution. Weaver accused 
White of "just plain blackmail." 


A university committee is assigned 


the task of studying the feasibility of a 
second law school in Wisconsin. 


"Any further efforts by White to try to 


intimidate us into providing more funds 
lor the law school will be strongly re- 
sisted," Weaver said. "The American 
Bar Association has no right to come in 
here and tell us what we have to do." 


by the board were a $3.5 million medical 
center renovation at Madison, a $6 mil- 
lion learning center and $1.7 million ad- 
ministration building at Stevens Point, 
and an $8 million physical education 
building at Madison. 


The decision to deny Oshkosh's 


request for the riverfront facility was 
made without an Oshkosh campus rep- 
resentative in the room.

annual budget review next year. His mo- 
tion passed, 7-6, with Regent John Dixon 
of Appleton, who often represents Osh- 
kosh interests, having already left for 
the day. 
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Student on the school board 


The Appleton Board of Education should be congratulated 


for acceding to the request of some high school student lead- 
ers by seating an ex-officio student on the board. Now it re- 
mains to be seen if the students take full advantage of the 
opportunity for any length of time. 


The board had approached the late-spring student request 


rather slowly, but Monday night finally approved allowing 
one student to represent the two high schools on the board, 
without voting rights. The students wanted a representative 
from each high school. The student will be on the board, be-

The students probably have had the least direct input into 


board decisions of any group. The taxpayers, various pres- 
sure groups and parents have had the most influence, espe- 
cially the taxpayers. 


Some board members apparently were hesitant to have a 


student member because he might bring up certain ques- 
tions that could be handled more comfortably in private. But 
that might be particularly beneficial — and surely refresh- 
ing- 


It will be interesting to hear what the students feel about 


various programs and how they would react to board deci- 
sions, the great majority which obviously affect them di- 
rectly.

A giant loophole 


One reform group lobbying for the new federal campaign 


law has called it "the only decent legacy of Watergate." 


That may be, but it does not end all possible abuses. 
We are confident that by the time the 1976 elections are 


over, a sizeable number of loopholes and soft spots will have 
been found and exploited by those ingenious sorts in and be- 
hind the American political scene. 


One flaw that should be obvious to everyone now, and 


which could thus be eliminated before 1976 if the next Con- 
gress chooses, is the truck-sized loophole left open to orga- 
nized pressure groups. 


Each special interest group will be limited to spending 


$5.000 per candidate per election. 


But there are no limits on the amount such groups may 


give to political parties; the total number of candidates to 
whom such groups may give up to $5,000, or the number of 
groups any single candidate may accept money from. 


As one Wisconsin congressional candidate points out, that 


means he could collect the maximum from just 14 special in- 
terest groups and finance the total maximum amount 
allowed for a House race.under the new law — $70,000. 


The same candidate pointed out in a conversation with 


Post-Crescent editors that, "everybody's forming their own 
special interest group." News reports, meanwhile, show or- 
ganizations are contributing with a vengeance to this year's 
campaigns — a total of $5.5 million had been kicked in by 
Sept. 1, with another $14 million available but not com- 
mitted. 


Two obvious alternatives are evident: either put tighter 


clamps on special-interest campaign funds or shift to public 
financing of all federal elections. 


We prefer the former for now. The 94th Congress should 


restrict the organizations. Then we should watch how pub- 
lic financing of presidential elections works, as provided un- 
der the new law. Then we can decide whether to apply the 
same system to congressional elections. 


We should also watch this year's and the 1976 elections 


very closely to see what other weaknesses need attention. 


But there is no good excuse for Congress to refuse to cut 


the cash clout of special interest groups in politics. Wasn't 
that, after all, one of the "lessons of Watergate" we are sup- 
posed to have learned? 


Puerto Rican independence 


The series of bomb explosions in New York City last week- 


end didn't really indicate any great swelling of demands for 
Puerto Rican independence as its admitted perpetrators 
claimed. Rather it demonstrated the inability of advocates of 
independence to convince the Puerto Ricans that they should 
rise up and cast off the oppressive United States colonialism. 


There is an official independence party in Puerto Rico 


which managed to get four per cent of the votes in the last 
elections and which incidentally, has disassociated itself 
vehemently with the bombings. It also says it had nothing to 
do with the so-called Puerto Rican independence rally at 
Madison Square Garden which featured Jane Fonda. 


In 1967 Puerto Rico had a referendum on independence. 


Less than one per cent voted in favor, while 39 per cent 
wanted statehood and 80 per cent a continuation of common- 
wealth status. 


Certainly a cause can be made for independence primarily 


based on the self-respect Puerto Rican people would gain. 
But Puerto Ricans also have had the good sense to notice the 
trouble a great many underdeveloped nations are having 
with independence. And quite obviously they should be the 
ones to decide. 


It just so happens that the United Nation's Committee on 


Colonialism was about to make a report which backs Puerto 
Rico's "inalienable right to self-determination and in- 
dependence." Was that what all the bombing was about?

Once upon a time the opponents of women's suffrage ar- 


gued that a wife or daughter would vote the same as her hus- 
band or father anyway. Actually the prediction may have 
been largely true. 


But there is one household where it isn't. 
Kenneth Lloyd in the campaign chairman for the re-elec- 


tion of GOP Sen. Peter Dominick of Colorado. Mrs. Kenneth 
Lloyd has just announced she has formed a group of Republi- 
cans backing the candidacy of Gary Hart, Dominick's Demo- 
cratic opponent. She has her reasons, too, including Hart's 
proposals of consumer protection, taxation and campaign re- 
form. 


This must make for good dinner table conversation in the 


Lloyd household. That is, if they are speaking at all.

DENVER — Everybody knows about 


the new South with the racially moder- 
ate young Democratic leaders who have 
emerged in response to Republican 
competition. A less well-known, but 
equally important, political transition is 
taking place in the Rocky Mountain 
states. 


Rapid economic growth has brought 


social problems which go beyond the 
reach 
of chamber-of-commerce-style 


government. As a result, the eight 
mountain states which were almost sol- 
idly conservative Republican in the past 
decade are tipping Democratic this 
year. 


These states were strongholds of 


Goldwaterism throughout the '60s. The 
senator himself was top dog in his own 
state, and in 1966 his party carried every 
statewide office in Arizona. That year 
Goldwater Republicans also held down 
state houses in Nevada (Paul Laxalt), 
Montana (Jim Babcock) and Idaho (Don 
Samuelson). 


The governors of Colorado (John 


Love), Wyoming (Clifford Hansen) and 
New Mexico (David Cargo) were Re- 
publicans of only slightly less conserva- 
tive tinge. The one Democratic governor 
in the area, Calvin Rampton in Utah, 
was elected mainly thanks to a split be- 
tween regular Republicans and a John 
Birch wing led by former Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. 


But the energy crisis has brought a 


touch of the Klondike atmosphere to this 
region. Coal, gas and oil development 
are moving ahead in Montana, Wyo- 
ming, Colorado, Utah and New Mexico. 


The energy boom comes on top of a 


great surge in recreational develop- 
ment'. Millions of new settlers have been 
attracted by the great outdoors in gen- 
eral, and more particularly by the ski 
resorts (Vail and Aspen in Colorado. 
Ada in Utah, Sun Valley in Idaho and 
Big Sky in Montana), the national parks 
(Yellowstone in Wyoming, Bryce and 
Zion in Utah) and the sun-cum-fleshpots 
of Arizona, New Mexico and Nevada. 


Over the past four years the first, 


third and fourth most rapidly growing 
states in the country have been Arizona, 
Nevada and Colorado. Several middle- 
sized towns — Colorado Springs, for ex- 
ample — have become small cities with 
problems of overcrowding and ethnic 
tension. 


Many small towns (such as Rock 


Springs and Gillette in Wyoming) have 
become boom centers, with large trailer 
camps, two and three shifts in the school 
and severe_shortages in other services. 


The influx of new people has brought 


crime problems to some of the larger 
cities, notably Albuquerque, Denver, 
Phoenix and Las Vegas. Rising expecta- 
tions have stirred new aspirations in the 
largest regional ethnic minority — the 
Chicanos, notably in New Mexico and 
Arizona. Everywhere the commercial 
interest in growth has been brought into 
increasingly sharp conflict with the 
public interest in conservation. 


The bad effects of growth have opened 


great possibilities for the Democrats. 
Cecil Andrus — who in 1970 joined 
Rampton as the second Democratic gov- 
ernor in the area, largely on the 
strength of opposition to molybdenum 
development in Idaho — is certain to 
win re-election. So is Mike O'Callaghan, 
a former teacher and school superinten- 
dent, who governs Nevada. Dick Lamm, 
the state legislator who led the move 
against bringing the Olympics to Colo- 
rado in 1976, has a good chance to beat 
Gov. John Vanderhoof. Strong opposi- 
tion to using state water for a coal slurry 
pipeline gives Ed Herschler, a Demo- 
cratic lawyer, an edge in the race for the 
state house in Wyoming. 


Two Chicano candidates'— Jerry Apo- 


daca and Raul Castro — have excellent 
possibilities to bring the Democrats into 
the state houses in New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, respectively.

Magruder describes effort to make him 
scapegoat for Watergate scandal

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jeb Stuart 


Magruder testified Friday at the Water- 
gate cover-up trial that top Nixon cam- 
paign officials accused him of stealing 
funds in an effort to make him a scape- 
goat for the entire Watergate scandal. 


During cross-examination by Jacob 


Stein, lawyer for defendant Kenneth W. 
Parkinson, Magruder was asked about 
an accusation he had "stashed away 
large sums of money that belonged" to 
Richard M. Nixon's re-election com- 
mittee. 


"I never took any money from the 


committee and you know that," Magr- 
uder retorted. 


"That was another part of the efforts 


of the defendants to make me a scape- 
goat," he added. 


Stein had brought out earlier the fact 


that former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
had told Parkinson in July 1972 that 
Magruder was a liar and that he had 
"sticky fingers" in handling committee 
funds. 


Stein pressed Magruder repeatedly 


about why he waited until April 1973 be- 
fore starting to tell authorities the truth 
about Watergate. Before that Magruder 
lied repeatedly by his own admission to 
investigators as well as at the Watergate 
break-in trial. 


"I've admitted my guilt," he said. 


"I've 
admitted my perjury many 


times." 


Then Magruderadded: 
"I had made a terrible, terrible blun- 


der, a terrible tragic mistake that I'm 
trying to rectify and I'm in prison for 
it." 


Magruder is serving 10 months to four 


years in prison, having pleaded guilty to 
conspiring to obstruct justice. 


The exchanges between Stein and 


Magruder occasionally grew heated. At 
one point U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica pressed Stein to move a little faster 
in his cross-examination. 


The attorney replied that Magruder 


"has done quite a lot of preaching on the 
witness stand and I've got to meet it." 


At another point when Stem referred 


to Parkinson as "the committee's law- 
yer" as opposed to Magruder's personal 
attorney, the witness asked, "What do 
you mean by the committee?"

province, born in 1898. Like mostly all 
Communist leaders, he was the off- 
spring of a well-to-do family which 
could afford to educate him.

He caught the 
attention of Communist International 
(Comintern) agents who whisked him to 
Moscow for two years of study. Back in 
Shanghai, he joined Chou En-lai in or- 
ganizing labor unions. 


When Mao was hiding out in Kiangsi 


from Chiang Kai-shek's forces, Liu be- 
came a member of the party's ruling 
Politburo and in the Kiangsi "Soviet" 
made himself head of a trade union fed- 
eration which, despite the name, had 
mostly peasants as members. 


Liu was with Mao on the legendary 


Long March to escape the Nationalists. 
He was with Mao at the Yenan hideout 
where he took full charge of party af- 
fairs under the chairman, as Mao's 
chief strategist and tactician in political 
affairs. When the Communists 
triumphed on the mainland, Liu was 
China's second most powerful man. His 
break with Mao came with the cala- 
mitous failure of the "Great Leap For- 
ward," Mao's attempt to push China to' 
communism by economic shortcuts.

client's money," Stein said with the jury 
out of the room. 


"Mr. Parkinson was told ,by Mr. 


Mitchell that Mr. Magruder was'a liar. 
As I understand it he still thinks he's a 
liar," Stein said. 


"Mr. Parkinson was also told Mr. 


Magruder had sticky fingers," he 
added. 


When the jury returned, Stein asked 


Magruder if he recalled Parkinson ask- 
ing him questions about his personal fi- 
nances, including the value of his home 
and the cash value of his life insurance. 


Magruder said he had a vague recol- 


lection of such a discussion. 


When Stein asked if he had been sur- 


prised when Parkinson asked so many 
questions about his personal finances, 
Magruder replied: 


"I was not surprised because I 


thought Mr. Parkinson was a friend and 
was trying to help me ... I was con- 
cerned I might be indicted. He asked 
how I was financially set tip to handle 
it.:' 


Later Magruder added, "I maybe 


made the mistake of thinking Mr. Park- 
inson was being a friend ... I trusted Mr. 
Parkinson." 


Magruder acknowledged under ques- 


tioning by Stein that he had accumu- 
lated a fund of $6,000 from petty cash 
disbursements at the re-election com- 
mittee as a hedge in case the committee 
withdrew from its commitment to pay 
legal expenses arising from the break-, 
in.Magruder said he accumulated that 
fund because "I began to realize that 
many of these commitments had begun 
to disintegrate" and also because he felt 
"I was being set_up as a scapegoat." 


He testified he returned the money 


when assured the commitment to pay le- 
gal fees would be met. 


Stein also introduced Magruder's tes- 


timony before the Senate Watergate 
committee about the July 13 meeting. 


In telling the committee that he had 


given Parkinson the whole story of Wa- 
tergate Magruder had added, "In fair- 
ness to Mr. Parkinson he had different 
stories from different people ... I think 
he was told by others that Magruder's 
true story was not true and that the 
cover story was the true story."

Administration holds little 
hope for approver/ of surtax 


WASHINGTON (AP^ - The Ford ad- 


ministration has nearly given up all 
hope of getting its 5 per cent surtax 
. reposal approved by Congress in its 
present form, informed administration 
sources say. 


Although Treasury Secretary William 


E. Simon said Thursday the adminis- 
tration has "just begun to fight" in sup- 
port of the surtax. Treasury sources say 
they believe Simon realizes a compro- 
mise will be necessary. 


They believe the surtax has been mis- 


understood as being far more costly to 
middle and upper income taxpayers 
than it really is, but they do not believe 
this misunderstanding can be dispelled. 


A likely compromise — in the view of 


several sources who did not want to be 
named — is an increase to $25,000 in the 
minimum level of family income to 
v.hicli I he surtax would uppl\. 


The Ford proposal calls for the surtax 


to apply to family incomes over $15.000 
and individual incomes over $7,500. 


But the sources said they expect 


changes will be made in the House Ways 
and Means Committee, after which the 
administration would judge whether 
they are acceptable. 


House Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 


has declared that the Ford surtax will 
not emerge from committee in its 
present form. 


And an informed administration ally 


— the minority counsel of a key Senate 
committee — said chances are slim for a 
surtax, even with a compromise. 


"It has no chance — 5 per cent at best 


— of going through Congress as an indi- 
vidual component and maybe a 20 per 
cent chance for some form of the surtax 
being passed with a decent type of pack- 
age," this source said. 


Such a package, he said, would in- 


clude other Ford proposals — budget 
cuts, a public service employment pro- 
gram, along with reform of government 
regulatory agencies and regulations. 


He said the very best chance for a 


compromise surtax would be about 30 to 
35 per cent if the Ford program were 
suddenly widely perceived as being a 
real answer to inflation — something 
that is not now the case. 


Among those who have publicly hinted 


at a possible compromise has been pres- 
idential counselor L. William Seidman, 
who has said the Ford administration is 
willing to consider all suggestions ema- 
nating from the Congress on the surtax. 


Asked if the surtax proposal remained 


realistic in view of congressional opposi- 
tion — largely based on the contention 
that the surtax is another blow at an al- 
iuud> buffering miuuie ciab^ — one 
Treasury official indicated mixed feel- 
ings. 


"We are realistic in terms of our de- 


termination to fight for it," said Edgar 
R. Fiedler, an undersecretary of the 
treasury for economic affairs. 


"But there is also realism within the 


administration that the surtax faces a 
tough future." He said chances of its 
being approved in its present form are 
"less than even." 


Fiedler said it is possible that a com- 


promise in the range of a $25,000 min- 
imum would be reached, but he said 
such a move would raise only about half 
of the $2.6 billion the administration had 
hoped to earn from the one-year surtax. 


Because the administration doesn't" 


want to sink into additional deficit, 
spending to finance prograrrs such as 
public service employment, it would 
leave a dilemma of how to raise addi- 
tional revenue.

of using include voting first to weaken a 
bill, but then voting for its passage 
when speaking in favor of a measure, 
and voting for a bill but then voting to 
uphold a presidential veto. 


"It is imperative that we have public 


officials who are not just pragmatic pol- 
iticians but people of clear and definite 
principles and convictions," Cornell 
said.

He told the interviewers he could not 


support public financing of congres- 
sional elections because his constituents 
overwhelmingly opposed it in a ques- 
tionnaire he circulated. His position pa- 
per declares, "I am strongly opposed to 
public financing of political campaigns 
and conventions." 


The position paper deals with the 


newly, enacted federal election reform 
law, which provides for public financing 
of presidential candidates and conven- 
tions through the voluntary "dollar 
checkoff" income tax fund. Froehlich 
called the provision a "raid on the pub- 
lic treasury and an unnecessary bur- 
den" on the taxpayer. 


Froehlich also advocates totally pro- 


hibiting special interest organizations 
from contributing to campaigns, and 
loosening limitations on political party 
contributions to candidates. 


Froehlich recently said U.S. Coast 


Guard review of the Fremont bridge on 
U.S. 
10 is going "smoothly but not as 


quickly" as it should, due in part to 
Coast Guard under-staffing. He said he 
would press for speed. 


President Ford awarded Froehlich a 


presidential pen for the congressman's 
role as a member of the House Adminis- 
tration Committee in drafting the cam- 
paign reform bill, according to a Froehl- 
ich release. 


Froehlich recently urged Agriculture 


Secretary Earl Butz to "give prompt, 
favorable'consideration to Gov. Lucey's 
Oct. 14 request for a disaster county dec- 
laration for Outagamie County," ac- 
cording to the congressman's office. 
The declaration would make farm loans- 
available to cover crop damage losses. 


The Panama Canal "is the property of 


the people of the United States in the 
same way that Alaska was purchased 
. from the Russians and Louisiana from 
the French," Froehlich says. As a re- 
sult, he-opposes any proposals to further 
what he calls "the current trend of the 
U.S. 
State Department...to eventually 


relinquish all U.S. control of the zone 
and the canal." 


Wisconsin has failed to join the 25 


states that have established abortion re- 
porting systems, says Froehlich. He 


urged the state to set up a system, 
saying current statistics on Wisconsin 
abortions are inaccurate. 


"Abortion is an important health 


problem, and accurate statistics should 
be available to health officials." 


Lengthy position 
papers from 


Froehhch's campaign committee listed 
detailed proposals and comments on ag- 
riculture, energy and economic policy. 


AGRICULTURE. Froehlich proposes 


better sanitary safeguards on dairy im- 
ports; clearer terms of presidential 
emergency authority to alter agricul- 
ture import levels; duty fees to counter- 
balance foreign nations' subsidies of 
farm products sent to this country; re- 
form of price supports: greater re- 
search and promotion in the dairy field; 
faster application of farm research find- 
ings; better farm credit services; con- 
tinued rural electrification efforts; bet- 
ter rural mail delivery and better rural 
health care. 


ECONOMY. Tighter control over gov- 


ernment spending is a major theme of 
Froehhch's economic proposals. He is a 
cosponsor of a proposed constitutional 
amendment to require balanced budg- 
ets except during times of war or emer- 
gency and to pay off the national debt. 


His proposals also include: 
— More rigid rules preventing" Con- 


gress from breaking spending limits to 
be set under the new Budget Reform 
Act. He also favors pilot-testing of new 
programs before they go into fullscale 
"operation, and limited terms for all gov- 
ernment programs. 


— Giving the President the "item 


veto" power to partially reject legisla- 
tion, an idea borrowed from Wisconsin 
law. 
Froehlich also sponsored legisla- 


tion which the House passed, requiring 
itself to attach "inflation impact state- 
ments" to all bills sent to the floor. 


— Limit the power of the Federal Re- 


serve System to expand the money sup- 
ply, and the ability of the federal gov- 
ernment to expand spending. 


— Investigate factors affecting the 


cost and availability of food to American 
consumers. 


.— Re-evaluate and reduce federal pa- 


perwork burdens on large and small 
businesses. 


— Encourage increased investment in 


productive capacity of business and in- 
dustry by cutting government spegivmg 
dustry by cutting gobernment spending 
and competition for capital, giving tax 
incentives to savers, stabilizing invest- 
ment credit policy, seeking tax law 
changes to encourage investment and 
reduce waste, and easing tight credit 
policies ss £ovorriniorit spending comes 
down. 


He argues that unemployment prob- 


lems could be solved if his other propos- 
als are followed. But he advocates 
emergency public service job programs 
if necessary.

Chicago welcomes Ali; 
he hints about retiring 


CHICAGO (AP) - Muhammad Ali, 


newly-crowned world heavyweight box- 
ing champion, ended his flight back 
from his historic African fistic triumph 
by broadly hinting at retirement from 
the ring. 


Ali said Friday immediately after 


landing in a private jet plane that car- 
ried him from Montreal on the final leg 
of his return from Zaire, "Yes, I've 
given thought to retirement, I'm getting 
old." 


Later, at a meeting with Mayor Rich- 


ard J Daley, Ali discussed the possi- 
bility of a $10 million purse for another 
match with Joe Frazier on the basis of 
charity. 


"I'd be glad to fight just for the exer- 


cise, if my purse went to a hospital in 
Chicago needed for my people," said 
Ali. "But if it was just for myself, I'd 
like to get out of boxing while 1 still have 
a chance and still am half-way good 
looking." 


Such a hospital is a project of Elijah 


Muhammad, leader of the Black Mus- 
lim sect of which Ali is a strong fol- 
lower. 


Ali received a proclamation honoring 


him in a mob scene at the mayor's office 
after a quick motorcade from Midway 
Airport. It congratulated him on his 
Wednesday morning knockout of former 
champion George Foreman. 


He also visited the office of Sheriff 


Richard Elrod and was given a glass-en- 
cased star making him an honorary 
sheriff of Cook County. 


The mention of the S10 million purse 


came up when Daley was questioned 
whether an Ali title fight could be 
staged in Chicago. 


Ali was greeted by a crowd of 500 at 


the airport where he stepped immedi- 
ately into a private limousine. He took a 


telephone call from sportscaster How- 
ard Cosell in the car and talked about 20 
seconds, saying, "Howard, leave your 
number with the driver and I'll call you 
back." 


At the mayor's office, Ali said that al- 


though he has a'home in Cherry Hill, 
N.J., he is in the process of building a 
home in Chicago which -will be com- 
pleted within a year. 


Aaron tired, but ready 
for homer hitting test 


TOKYO (AP) -- Home run king Hank 


Aaron, worn out by a 17'/2-hour flight, 
takes on Japanese challenger Sadaharu 
Oh Saturday in a home run hitting con- 
test. 


"I haven't had any batting practice in 


about a month. If I can take 10 swings, 
I'll be in shape," said the 40-year-old 
Aaron, who passed Babe Ruth's record 
of 714 on April 8 and now has 733. 


Aaron, who arrived in Tokyo Friday 


afternoon, will take batting practice at 
10 a.m. Saturday, 21/-. hours before the 
contest in Oh's home ground, Korakuen 
Stadium. 


The contest will be shown in the 


United States on a delayed basis on the 
CBS television network between 2 and 3 
p.m., EST, Saturday. 


Oh, the 34-year-old Chinese-Japanese 


nrst baseman for Tokyo's Yomiuri Gi- 
ants, joined Aaron in a news conference 
Friday and said a definitive home run 
contest is almost impossible because "if 
the pitcher is throwing the type of balls I 
like, it doesn't really show my ability."

GREEN BAY - Dave Robinson re- 


turns to Green Bay content with his 
present surroundings and without bit- 
terness. 


Although there were murmurings

"I have no particular axe to grind
